HARTFORD, Conn., May 19.— 
The State of Connecticut will col- 
lect an inheritance tax of about 
$570,000 from the estate of Sam- 
uel Brinkerhoff Thorne of Green- 
wich, simply because Mr. Thorne 
neglected to specify in his will 
that funds for charity were intend- 
ed for such purpose. 

The State Tax Commissioner's 
office made known its computa- 
tion of the tax today. 

Mr. Thorne died June 3, 1980, 
leaving an estate of about $15,000,- 
000. A famous football star at 
Yale, he was graduated from Shef- 
field Scientific School and then 
engaged in mining. 

He married but had no children, 
the couple finally adopting a girl. 
When Mrs. Thorne died a few 
years ago, she left her estate of 
nearly $2,000,000 to the adopted 
daughter, Joan.
